More troops have been sent from F oit Reno 
to Oklahoma City , with instructions to com ­ 
pel all the invaders to keep on the outside of 
the line till the day of opening. The watchers 
of claims will endeavor to get back into their 
hiding places and remain there. 
The portion 
of territory set aside is sufficiently large, it is 
elieved. to give ample room for all who are 
prepared to move in.

Paris to protect the money of the League de 
posited there against,a movement by the En 
glish government to seize it, and also to act 
as an intermediary between the National 
League iu England and Ireland and it 
branches in America and Australia. 
In 18S1 
he returned to Ireland, and the next year 
came to the United States and settled in Ne­ 
braska. 
From 1884 to 1886 be was President 
of tbe American branches of the Irish League, 
of which Parnell is chief. 
lie has been en­ 
gaged 
in the 
grain 
trade 
since 
he 
came 
to 
this 
country, 
and 
has 
also taken an active interest in the success of 
the Republican party. 
At tbe Chicago con 
vention last year lie was a delegate-at-large 
from Nebraska. 
It w ill be observed that li 
has been in tbe United States only six years, 
or one year in excess of the time necessary to 
acquire citizenship. 
But few citizens “ to 
the manner boru” have been able to exert a 
larger influence over the politics of tlie coun­ 
try.

this prompt recognition thereof 
President Harrison again shows himself a 
broad-minded, liberal Republican.

$4,060,000 costs the state $18,000,000, what 
will an estimate of $2,984,916.76 cost?

OKLAHOMA. 


The territory lo be opened to settlement on 
the 22d of April by the President’s proclama­ 
tion isa very insignificant portion of tbe Ok­ 
lahoma territory so called.

railroads and canals should not l>e created for 
a longer term than 30 years. 
The Supreme 
Court 
lias 
held 
that 
after 
30 
years 
all assets should he sold and the proceeds 
divided among the stockholders. 
Therefore 
a law providing reorganization for another 30 
years would be unconstitutional. 
Under the 
present Constitution there is no direct method 
for continuing corporations after the 30 years 
have ex pired. 
This result applies to col­ 
leges, schools, hospitals, churches, Masonic 
and all secret societies, also to insurance com ­ 
panies, as well as all mere business corpora­ 
tions. 
It is obvious 
that 
churches 
and 
colleges 
cannot 
sell 
their 
assets, 
nor 
can 
any 
charitable 
institutions; 
no 
one 
is 
entitled 
to 
them. 
The proposed amendment 
undertakes to 
cure these difficulties by providing that all 
corporations where stocK is involved may be 
renewed by a vote of the stockholders. When 
there is no stock, special legislation is the 
remedy. 
If the amendment does not pass it 
is impossible to say what will become of the 
church and school organizations, to say 
nothing of the great manufacturing corpora­ 
tions.

D etro it, Mich., March 28.—A serious 
stale of affairs will exist in Michigan after 
the election if a proposed constitutional 
amendment is not carried. 
The Constitution 
of 1850 provided tliat all corporations save 
railroads and canals should not be created for 
a longer term than 30 years. 
The Supreme 
Court 
has 
held 
that 
after 
30 years 
all assets should be sold and the proceeds 
divided among the stockholders. 
Therefore 
a law providing reorganization for another 30 
years would be unconstitutional. Under the 
present Constitution there is no direct method 
for continuing corporations after the 30 years 
have expired. This result applies to col­ 
leges, schools, hospitals, churches, Masonic 
and all secret societies, also to insurance com­ 
panies, as well as all mere business corpora­ 
tions, 
It is obvious that churches and 
colleges 
cannot 
sell 
their 
assets, 
nor 
cun 
any 
charitable 
institutions; 
no 
one 
is 
entitled 
to 
them. 
The proposed amendment undertakes to 
cure these difficulties by providing that all 
corporations where stoca is involved may lie 
renewed by a vole of the stockholders. When 
there is no stock, special legislation is the 
remedy. 
If the amendment does not pass it 
is impossible to say what will become ot the 
church and school organizations, to say 
nothing of the great manufacturing corpora­ 
tions.

A meeting o f citizens w ho reside in the 
F ii-t Ward, this City, and w ho arc interested 
in sewers, was held, last rig h t, in the Eagle 
Ho tel. Kingsto n. 
Much interest was sho wn 
iu the questio n. 
Aldermen WieUt r, Kraft 
and Purvis, o f the Sewer C o m m ittee o f the 
Co mmo n Co uncil, and Dr. Ro bert Lo ugli- 
rau, a member o f the Bo ard o f H ealth, o f 
this City, were present. 
T he met ting w as 
o rganized by appo inting E. Cro sby as Chair­ 
man and E. W. Mnthiso n, Secretary. 
The questio n o l building sewers was dis­ 
cussed at length. 
The advisability o f run­ 
ning the main to W ilbur instead o f in tbe 
Eso pus Creek was talked o ver. 
T h e greater 
ex pense o f running a m ain to W ilbur, es­ 
pecially fo r sewers in the F irst W ard, because 
o f the great depth to which sewers must then 
lie laid, whereas the natural 
grade fo r 
the 
main 
alo ng 
the 
tannery 
bro o k 
wo uld require 
so little ex cavatio n ti.at it 
wo uld lie co mparatively cheap, w as referred 
to . 
In regard to the o bjectio n made by 
Saugerties peo ple to sewering in the Eso pus 
Creek, it was claimed that the system o f 
sewers in co ntemplatio n, because o f the great 
vo lume o f water w hich w o uld pass thro ugh 
the pipes, wo uld so dilute the sew age that it 
co uld no t be detected in the Creek a sho rt 
distance fro m the o utlet, and that in any case 
the sw ift-running waters o f the Eso pus, 
especially iu passing o ver rifts and falls, 
wo uld co mpletely purify the w ater even 
tho ugh the amo unt o f sewage w as much 
greater than wo uld ever be em ptied in fro m 
Kingsto n. 
It was suggested by Alderman 
W ieber, Chairman o f the Sew er Co mmittee, 
that as so me o f the Alderm en did no t wish 
'o 
have 
the 
City 
invo lved 
in 
a lawsuit, an ex pressio n o f o pinio n by the 
Kingsto n City Bo ard o f H ealth in regard to 
the effect these* seweis w o uld have upo n the 
waters o f the Eso pus Creek, sho uld be pre­ 
sented to the Co mmo n Co uncil, to gether with 
a repo rt hereto fo re made by J. Gardner, u 
member o f the State Bo ard o f H ealth, re­ 
garding the same. 
Dr. Lo ughran said that in his o pinio n, the 
natural o utlet was in the Eso pus Creek. 
So 
far as the co ntaminatio n o f the Creek was 
co ncerned, its waters wo uld be purified by 
running a sho rt distance, and especially in 
running o ver Glenerie Falls, it co uld no t by 
any po ssibility be detrimental to the inhabi 
taiiis 
o f 
Saugerties. 
T he o nly po ssible 
gro und o f o bjectio n they co uld have wo uld 
be in regard to their ice supply. 
The ice 
was cut fro m a po nd co nnected with the 
Creek. 
Ice was no t likely to be affected 
with impurities taken fro m the Creek 12 
miles distant fro m the place w here sewage 
wo uld be emptied. 
It was also stated that in case it was tho ught 
best no t to empty the sewage in tlie* Eso pus 
Creek, it co uld be taken and c.ced fo r by 
utilizing it fo r agricultural purpo ses, similar 
to tbe system used in A tlantic (.'ity. 
In o ne 
place $5,000 was paid fo r the privilege o f tak 
ing away this sewage to place o n ¡and fo r 
that purpo se. 
It was said that Ro ndo ut was 
pretty well sewered, and as K ingsto n b id 
paid 25 per cent o f tbe co st o f tho se sewers 
the Ro ndo ut Aldermen wo uld no t be likel 
to o ppo se sewers desired in the F irst Ward 
Ro ndo ut had always been w illing to do its 
share and will, no do ubt, do so in this case 
T he fo llo wing o ffered by Dr. Lo ugh ran 
was ado pted:

N. 1 ., 
In 1821. He wus educated in common schools, 
entering the Albany Medical College in 1842, 
graduating four years later at the head of 
1 is class. 
Shortly afterwards lie was made 
Demonstrator of Anatom y in 
the 
Col­ 
lege, 
holding that 
position 
four years, 
vh en 
he 
opened 
a 
private 
school 
of 
anatomy, 
which 
was 
so 
largely 
nttended as formidably to rival the Medical 
llollegs itself. 
His private practice up to 
his last professional work, before be was 
taken ill, was very large. 
As an expert in 
Iwo notable trials he gave some very revolu­ 
tionary testimony, which was bitterly fought 
by other surgeons at the time, but who since 
have admitted that be was exactly light.

volunteered 
without 
pay. 
as 
an 
Armv 
Surgeon. 
serving 
■with 
remarkable 
destinction. 
In 
3864. 
Governor 
Seymour 
made 
him 
Health Oflicer of the port of New-York and 
during his six years iu this otliee he caused 
the establishment of the superb quarantine 
service now existing 
there. 
During this 
term, several leading papers pronounced him 
one of the ablest surgeons in the world. 
W hile abroad with his family in 1870. he ac­ 
ceded to the earnest, request of many prom­ 
inent Americans in Paris and elsewhere, 
and 
assumed 
charge 
of 
the 
Ameri­ 
can 
ambulance 
in 
Paris 
during 
the 
Franco-Prussian war, serving with such skill 
and genius that the 
European surgeons 
adopted many of his methods without pro­ 
test. 
In Albany politics be lias been Mayor, 
Member of Congress and twice a candidate 
for Mayor. 
He lias maintained a free dis­ 
pensary here, at which upwards of 100,000 
cases have been treated. 
His death is the 
source of much grief to Albany people and 
an almost irreparable loss to the poor and 
needy whom he has befriended here aud 
elsewhere.

especially iu passing over rifts aud falls, 
would completely purify the water even 
though the amount of sewage was tnueh 
reater than would ever be em ptied in from 
Kingston. 
It was suggested by Alderman 
Wieber, Chairm an of the Sewer Committee, 
that as some of the Aldermen did not wish 
to 
have 
the 
City 
involved 
a lawsuit, an exptession of opinion by the 
Kingston City Board of Health iu regard to 
the effect these sewers would have upon the 
waters of the Esopus Creek, should be pte- 
nted to tiie Common Council, together with 
a report heretofore made by J. Gardner, a 
member of tbe State Board of Health, re 
garding the same 
Dr. i.oughran said that in his opinion, the 
natural ou;let was in tbe Esopus Creek. 
So 
far as the contamination of the Creek was 
concerned, its waters would be purified by 
running a short distance, and especially 
running over Glenerie Falls, it could not by 
any possibility be detrimental to the inhabi 
tauts 
of 
Saugerties. 
The only possible 
ground of objection they could have would 
be in regard to tbc-ir ice supply. 
The ice 
was cut from a pond connected with the 
Creek. 
lee was not likely to be affected 
with impurities taken from the Creek 12 
miles distant from the place where sewage 
would be emptied.

W hat J a d e e F a n m w s»ld in C ourt of S«s- 
•ioUM thia M orning, 
In the Court of Sessions, held in Kingston, 
the ease of The People vs. Dauiel D. Bell was 
finished this forenoon and the jury sent out 
shortly after 10 o’clock. 
In his 
charge 
Judge Fursmnn referred to the testimony 
given on both sides.- His charge occupied 
one hour, and was listened to with marked 
attention bythose present in tbe Court Room. 
At the outset Judge Fursm au told the jury 
that the law presumed the accused to be of 
fair character except so far as his character 
had been attacked or impugned by the evi­ 
dence in the case. 
“ The law presumes 
this 
defendant 
to 
lie 
innocent. 
That 
presumption you take with you into the jury 
box. 
You are to start not only at the com­ 
mencement of this trial, but at tbe com­ 
mencement of your deliberations, you are to 
start with me presumption that tbis man is 
innocent of any crime whatever, and you are 
lo require tiie public prosecutor to satisfy 
your uiinds by evidence that he is not inno­ 
cent. 
The burden of proof is cast upou this 
prosecution.'' Later lie said :
